in the ancient writings of Chinato prove

“sanitary consciencd”’ the evidence which 
confronts one on every hand ina Chinese 
city, and eve in the Chinese districts of

“sanitary. conscience” is dead, or, at 
east, dormant, to-day. Indeed, Dr. Wu 
admitted, as everyone must, the insanitary 
slate of Chinese towns and made ‘various 
recommendations for arousing: what. he 
thon’ described as the “latent” sanitary, 
conscience of . the people.
